CANADIAN LEGION 
THAT WAS NOT LISTED 


How Determined Canadian Fron- 
tiersmen Got to the Firing 
Line 


By Bulletin Leased Wire. 

MONTREAL, Dec. 1—The Star has 
the following from its spe al corres- 
pondent dated from Northern France: 


“This is the story of the legion that 
never was listed, It is also an_ex- 
planation of the report from Par's 
that the Canadian contingent had 
heen on the firing line. It was told 
me bv a chauffeur who br tht cer- 
tain favored French and Engish to 
nalists down to this little town from 
an official tour of the allies’ lines. 
His name was Pelly. and he c > 
from a well connected family in 
Manitoba 

“Forty Canadians, members of the 
Legion of Front smen, when war 
was declared, arrived at Englind 
paying their own expenses, They 
joined the British legion for a time 
but when official recognition was 
denied them by the war office, who 
advised joining the regular Canadian 
contingent, these men, who are real 
roughriders and scouts, took boat ‘and 
train for Brussels and persuaded the 
harassed Belgians to attach them to 
the Third Belgian cavalry They im- 
mediately plunged into the thick of 
the fighting and proved their worth 
as scouts, and so sterling were the 
services they did in those days ot 
retreat, that individuals wer 
ed out and attached to other 
ments with speelal duties and 
ejal rank. Pelly told me that one 
man had risen to s aA’gh position in 
the allies’ intelligen cepartment, He 
was a French-Canac n who sper a 
great part of his life in a ] ng 
camp. 

“The losses of the little band have 
been heavy, and he estimated that 
only fifteen of the forty were left, 
others being among the killed) or 
missing.
